| Guernsey breeders in securing 

the right to sell a 2% Guernsey 

milk in their State is an example of 

a group that recognized a need, met 

the challenge, and did the things 

necessary to bring about a change 

they felt important and vital to their 
industry. 

The war waged by Guernsey 
breeders to establish their rights to 
sell 2% Guernsey milk in Connecti- 
cut was of long duration. To attain 
this goal, many setbacks were en- 
countered and many long, hard hours 
of diligent and untiring work were 
required. Some of the prime movers 
in getting the job done were Anthony 
Kuras, Flower Farm, West Suffield, 
a member of the House Agricultural 
Committee in 1957; a committee com- 
prised of Richard H. Merritt, Old 
Farms, Farmington, John Lyman, 
Middlefield, Herbert Greenbacher, 
Meriden, and David Sibbald, Grass- 
land Farm, Newington; Attorney 
John Rand, Salisbury, a former 
Guernsey breeder and member of 
the House in the 1959 Legislature, 
and Judge Henry Gwiazda. 

In addition to local support, many 
others came to the assistance of Con- 
necticut Guernsey breeders in the 
fight for the right to sell 2% Guern- 
sey milk in the State. W. H. Odlum, 
Rosewood Farms, Roselle, IIl., had 
discussed the Connecticut market 
with Joe Adams, and Joe accepted his 
offer to attend the Connecticut An- 
nual Meeting to discuss the prob- 
lems. Mr. Odlum brought George 
Campbell and Max Dawdy with 
him, at his own expense, to give pro- 
ducers and prospective distributors 
the benefits of their experience with 
the program. 

Frazier McCann, Golden Harvest 
Farm, gave his permission to use Toll 
Gate Dairy Farms, Inc., Litchfield, 
as an example of a dealer in action 
against the Milk Regulation Board 
in Superior Court. 

The Connecticut Jersey Cattle 
Club and the Connecticut Milk Con- 
sumers, Inc., joined the ranks of all 
who were fighting to establish the 
right to sell 2% Guernsey milk in the 
State. 

In May, 1961, the victory was won, 
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but now came the problem of how 
to raise the money to pay off the in- 
debtedness incurred by two legisla- 
tive sessions and two court cases. 

On May 5, 1961, a meeting was 
called for Connecticut GBA directors 
and committees by President Ches- 
ter Kuras. The president was_in- 
structed to appoint a 2% Fund Rais- 
ing Committee, and they were given 
the responsibility of raising the 
money. Approval of a donation sale 
was given by the group. George Bat- 
tis suggested that a sale in which the 
first $250 which an animal brought 
would be donated to the fund, with 
the balance to the consignor, would 
make a better sale. The Committee 
consisted of Oscar Crabtree and Dick 
Merritt, Co-Chairmen, Horace La- 
nute, Gilbert Farrington, Vic Gal- 
gowski, and Chet Kuras. Letters ex- 
plaining the need went out to breed- 
ers, and responses started coming in. 
Dick Harwood contributed his cata- 
log list. 


On July 22, the sale was held at 
Old Farms, Farmington. Thirty-three 
loyal Guernsey breeders had respond- 
ed with consignments. Mort Grang- 
er as auctioneer and Dick Merritt 
reading pedigrees were in excellent 
form and secured an average of $383 
on 32 animals. Clear Branch Flash 
Emma, consigned by Samuel Berke 
and purchased by Dave Sibbald, top- 
ped the sale at $775. A total of 
$7,107.07 was raised after paying 
sales expenses.

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American Guernsey Cattle Club 
Policy Regarding 
National Uairy Programs 


HE following policy, reflecting the views of The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
toward any future r.— dairy programs, was recently sent to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Orville L. Freeman. 


lo The Honorable Orville L. Freeman, Secretary of Agriculture: 


We, the members of ‘The American Guernsey Cattle Club, recognize that the aston 
ishing productive ability of the American farmer has created many special problems. Ef- 
forts to cope with there prob lems have brought into existence price supports through Fed- 
eral purchases of excess foodstuffs, Federal Market Orders, and production controls through 
acreage allotments. 


There can be no question that, as implemented, programs such as these tend to treat 
all grades of a given commodity the + and thus tend to produce the highest yield- 
ing “but often the lower quality grade. For example, we believe this was true with wheat 
of low milling quality, with short staple cotton and with potatoes of a high water con- 
tent. 


In dairying, the requirement in Federal market pools that milk of highest quality 
and nearly 100% fluid utilization share its fluid sales equally with milk used largely for 
manufacture is a case in point. The fact that the Government, in supporting dairy prod- 
ucts, buys only the highest gr ide products, thus leaving on the market, and creating a 
demand for, products of low quality is another case in point. A national supply-manage- 
ment program would apply the same percentage of sales to low grade producers as to high. 


There is as much difference between one milk and another as there is between 
grades of potatoes, cotton, or wheat. Two components of milk embrace the wide varia- 
tions — the fat content of milk and the protein content. The former is recognized for 
payment; the latter is not — yet the percentage of protein produced by cows within a 
breed and by cows of different breeds varies greatly, whereas other elements of solids-non- 
fat show very little change between breeds and within breeds. 


loday there is great emphasis on protein in the diet. Milk is not only one of the best 
sources of quality protein but one of the least expensive sources of protein. The protein 
content of milk should be recognized, as well as the fat, in payments to producers for 
milk. It will lead producers to select and breed cows fora higher and more nutritious grade 


of milk. 


We Guernsey producers do not claim we produce the only fluid milk of high quali- 
ty. We do know, however, that through our special milk programs we have done a great 
deal to produce and prov ide such a milk. 


May we urge most earnestly that, as national dairy programs develop and change, 
every effort be made to build in provisions that will recognize quality and prevent in- 
creased production of unwanted dairy products of lower quality. If this is not done, the 
long-term effect on the nation’s food supply will be very damaging.

All registered Guernsey cows that have freshened and not previously classified shall 
be presented, and in addition all cows previously classified Very Good or Excellent, except 


those eight years of age or over. 


A detailed rating will be given all reclassified Excellent or Very Good cows. The reg- 
ular fee will be required unless their rating is lowered. 

All other cows in the herd under eight years of age will be checked by the classifier. 
A detailed rating will be made only when the over-all rating is either raised or lowered. 
An exception to this is upon request from the owner, the classifier will make a detailed 
rating on cows where the final rating remains the same. 


Fees are $3.50 per cow, with a minimum charge of $25.00 per herd. I

HE first 20 years of selecting 
bulls for AI studs are now his- 
tory and may be chalked up to 
experience. Facts and figures were 
needed to show the way for breeding 
better cattle through AI. Now they 
are available. Likewise, nearly every 
breeder, Sire Committeeman and 
Stud Manager or Sire Analyst had 
ideas, prejudices, fancies and opin- 
ions to reckon with in developing a 
program of herd improvement, but 
these hurdles are being overcome as 
information shows the way. 

Artificial breeding was founded 
on the principle of using the best 
natural proven sires, in the hopes 
that they would transmit their supe- 
riority in all herds across the board as 
they did in the one or two herds 
where they had been proven. Studs 
competed in a search to obtain the 
bulls that showed the greatest supe- 
riority of their daughters over their 
dams for production and type. In 
most instances the results were negli- 
gible when their many AI daughters 
were later evaluated. 

Young sires were also selected. 
Generally they were sons of top 
proven sires, out of the better cow 
families. Some of these bulls proved 
satisfactory through AI daughters, 
more proved unsatisfactory. Thus, 
the first 15 years of AI resulted in 
“status quo.” 


What Have We Learned? 
Fortunately, during the last few 
years, several dependable evaluation 
methods have been developed that 
can assure improvement when prop- 
erly used. They include: AI Prov-

We must keep on analyzing top sires and dams, using stable- 
mate comparisons and AI proofs wherever possible since they 
measure performance within all bloodlines and through all 
levels of management in many herds. 


ing, herdmate comparisons and plan- 
ned usage of carefully selected young 
sires. The successful Al program, 
therefore, is simply selecting at least 
four or five times as many young 
sires (preferably before they are one 
year old) as will be needed to carry 
on an AI program. Breed them to 
1,000 to 3,000 cows as early as is 
possible, (the number depends on 
the availability of DHIA records), 
so at least 50 daughter-stablemate 
comparisons can be expected. Then 
retire the bulls until the records of 
their Al daughters can determine 
their fate. By using the best and cull- 
ing the rest, definite improvement 
can be made. Seventy-five per cent 
or more of the total cows may thus 
be bred to desirably proven AI sires, 
while proving their successors with 
the balance of the cows. 


Our Experience With 
Guernsey Bulls 

At NEPA Breeding Cooperative 
we floundered, as most studs have, 
using proven sires, sons of proven 
sires, popular sires, and whatever 
else seemed advisable. Every bull 
contributed something, if only stat- 
istics to the cause. We now have in- 
formation from 160 bulls of all 
breeds, including 15 proven and 29 
young Guernsey sires. None of the 
15 proven Guernseys were still in 
service when they became proven 
through their AI daughters. Nine 
of the 29 young sires were neces- 
sarily removed and seven more were 
culled for low efficiency, physical 
condition, etc., leaving only 13 as 
AI sires. Six of these were also culled 
for unsatisfactory daughters, permit- 


ting only seven to continue as desir 
able AI sires. Thus, our Guernsey 
batting average was not high, but 
whose was? Perhaps a more realistic 
picture would be a comparison of 
eight proven and 11 young sires that 
entered service during the last 12 
years. The proven sires had an aver 
age of 12 dam-daughter pairs on 
which they were selected. Daughters 
averaged 9731 Ibs. of milk and 479 
lbs. of fat, which was 568 Ibs. of 
milk and 31 Ibs. of fat better than 
their dams. These bulls averaged on- 
ly two years and six months in Al 
service, and 200 AI daughter records 
per bull, resulting from their arti 
ficial service, averaged 8217 lbs. of 
milk and 401 Ibs. of fat. The 11 
young sires came through with 157 
records per bull averaging 8312 lbs. 
of milk and 417 Ibs. of fat. Heavy 
service to the best AI proven sires is 
the only dependable system of defi- 
nite improvement. One top AI bull 
is presently breeding 40 per cent of 
our Guernseys. The young sires 
across the board also averaged two 
per cent higher breeding efficiency 
than the naturally proven sires, 
which adds to their preference, be- 
cause breeding efficiency in Guern- 
seys is problematical. 


Progress Through Al Sires 


Our first all AI daughter average 
on Guernseys was compiled in 1949 
when 53 NEPA daughters averaged 
7917 Ibs. of milk and 371 Ibs. of fat. 
In 1954, the average on 409 Al 
daughters was still only 7820 Ibs. of 
milk and 371 Ibs. of fat. Then, as 
the young sire program took effect, 
the AI average improved. Our latest 
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(1961) average on 871 
was 8537 Ibs. 
of fat, and 


Al daughters 
of milk and 424 lbs. 

1962 will show 
still further improvement. A check 
of the comparative 
Guernsey herds in our territory, that 
includes all NEPA AI daugnters, 
shows a composite herd average for 
1961 of 8700 Ibs. of milk and 435 
lbs. of fat, as compared to 7760 lbs. 
of milk and 370 Ibs. of fat in 1954. 


One of our top AI sires, Yellow 
Creek B. Salamander, was selected 
on a hunch, because he had a heavy 
concentration of blood of several of 
the breed’s highest sires, including 
three traces to Yellow Creek Meadow 
King. The Washbon sire directory 
listed “King” with six proven sons 
whose daughters averaged 484 lbs. 
of fat, w hich was 54 Ibs. better than 
their dams. This bull calf was pur 
chased at six months of age for $500. 
His dam was a first-calf heifer and 
his sire’s oldest daughters were only 
yearlings at the time. Since then his 
sire, grandsire and granddam have 
earned Gold Star ratings. Solid pedi 
grees of high transmitting ability 
have given us our most dependable 
Al sires, regardless of the proof and 
performance of individuals in the 
pedigree. 


Due to the changes in the USDA 
pas sire publications, the Wash 


»on directory of proven sons has been 
discontinued. We have, however, 
created a new file of all Al proven 
bulls in the nation which gives us 
essentially the same _ transmitting 
ability evaluations as was available 
through the Washbon directory. Dr. 
Larry Specht, of The Penn State 
University dairy science department, 
has summarized this information by 
bulls, by studs, by prefixes and by 
sons of sires. This information will 
guide our sire evaluation for future 
selections.

What Kind of Young Bulls Will Be 
Sought by Al Organizations? 


Of course, AI studs will vary in 
their requirements, but the young 
sires that will find a pursuing in 
terest will be those with a pedigree 
containing top performing AI sires 
in as many positions in the first three 
generations of his pedigree as 
sible, or the grandsires and great 
grandsires may be sires of several 
high performing AI sons. A few of 
the best in the breed include, Yellow 
Creek Meadow King, with five AI 
sons whose 308 dam-daughter pairs 
show an increase of 364 lbs. of milk 
and 14 Ibs. of fat; Fairlawn H. East 
ern King, three AI sons whose 80 
pairs show a plus of 228 lbs. of milk 
and 23 lbs. of fat; Western Glow 
Man O’War, three AI sons, 229 pairs 
show a plus of 195 lbs. of milk and 
nine lbs. of fat; Green Meads Wistar, 
five Al sons have 127 comparisons 
showing a plus of 52 lbs. of milk and 
four Ibs. of fat, and McDonald Farms 
Prediction, with six AI sons whose 
500 pairs showed an increase of sev 
en lbs. of fat. These figures may not 
look high, but since two thirds of 
the bulls so evaluated showed a mi 
nus, these are the highest.

Thanks to the Gold Star program 
and summarized sires, it is possible 
to make fairly critical type evaluations 
on the daughter average basis. All 
sires in the pedigree should have 
daughter type averages above 82.5 
points if from natural service. This 
can be two to three points lower it 
they are all Al sired in an AI stud 
classification program, as this much 
difference exists between natural 
daughters vs. AI daughters of the 


same sire due to no selection in the

What about dams? Of course, 
the best will qualify. Every 


should classify Very Good or Excel- 
lent and her daughters should aver- 
age high ‘ ‘Desirable” or better. High 
production records are good, but not 
as essential as one may think, espe- 
cially if the dam is a top daughter 
of a high transmitting sire. 


Gold Star Sires Lead 


We also have a complete file of 
Gold Star Sires. The first 100 have 
been summarized with an average 
of 28 daughters per sire. They pro- 
duce 10670 lbs. of milk and 532 Ibs. 
of fat and have a classification score 
of 83.8. Although some of them do 
not carry high transmitting ability, 
the best transmitting ability of the 
breed is to be found among the Gold 
Star Sires. Twelve of them have been 
in Al service and they have 523 Al 
daughters that average 8836 lbs. of 
milk and 435 Ibs. of fat, which is 
200 Ibs. of milk and 17 Ibs. of fat 
better than their dams. Gold Star 
Dams are also desirable, but they do 
not carry the same high 
level of ability to transmit as the sires 
do through their sons, except when 
they Gold Star 
Sires. a careful analysis is 
needed to discern the best prospects

I cannot claim any special quali- 
fications for this assignment, unless 
it be that I have lasted longer in the 
Holstein business than many others. 
I can give you some of my ideas 
gained from many years of experi- 
ence and observation. Since I make 
no claim to superior wisdom, you 
can feel perfectly free to agree or 
disagree with whatever I may say. 

Most of you folks are probably 
breeders of registered cattle. Perhaps 
some are not. | am not sure whether 
the subject assigned to me, “Increas- 
ing The Income With Registered 
Cattle,” was intended to be directed 
toward one group or the other. I 
shall try to include both. 


Getting Started 

First, if you are to increase your 
income with registered cattle, you 
must have registered cattle, and sec- 
ond you must become a dairyman 
worthy of registered cattle. If you 
are not, it will do you no good to 
buy them. What do I mean by a 
“dairyman worthy of registered cat- 
tle?” I mean a man who is interested 
in his cattle and appreciates the good 
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Start with a good 
foundation, 
sound breeding pro- 


develop 


gram, grow out heifers 
well, test, classify, and 


ones. A man who will feed his ani- 
mals so that they can respond up to 
their genetic level. A man who will 
grow his young stock properly. A 
man who will attend to the details 
of registration and transfer and prop- 
er identification of his animals, and 
a man who will deal honestly and 
fairly with his fellow breeders. If 
you can measure up to these stand- 
ards we can move on, otherwise we 
may as well stop right here because 
without the above mentioned quali- 
ties no man can succeed with regis- 
tered cattle. I have sometimes 
thought we should have a scale of 
points for our breeders and have In- 
spectors classify them along with the 
cattle. This would make an interest- 
ing file at any of our breed head- 
quarters. 

If you have a herd of registered 
females you will want to go on with 
what you have, but it might be wise 
to purchase a top foundation animal 
occasionally. To the man just start- 
ing with registered animals I would 
like to give a few words of advice. 
You can save years of effort if you 
will start with a proper foundation. 
To better illustrate this I want to 
give you a brief summary of what 
has happened to two brothers with 
whom am acquainted. Both of 
these brothers secured farms and 
started with purebred Holsteins 15 
or 20 years ago. Brother Number 1

went after nothing but high produc- 
ing cows. He bought only heavy 
milkers and bred them to bulls bred 
for high production. Brother Num- 
ber 2 carefully selected a foundation 
herd of good type cows. Some of 
them proved to be only moderate 
producers, but all had good strong 
legs and feet, well-attached udders, 
pleasing heads denoting intelligence 
and breed character, bodies deep 
and capacious, in short, the kind of 
cows a good cowman will stop to 
look at. Then he started mating them 
to bulls that would maintain the pat- 
tern he had established and increase 
production. 

Well, what were the results? 
Brother Number 1 _ immediately 
started making large records and fin- 
ished the first year with a high herd 
average, but his cows began to go 
out very fast and he soon started 
looking for bulls to improve his type. 
Legs and udders were particularly 
bad. After several generations of 
breeding, those pendulous, poorly- 
pore uddets still show up too 
often. Legs are improving, but still 
not good enough. Production is still 
good but no better than at the start, 
and there is too much turnover with 
very little demand for breeding stock. 
His herd classification is not high 
enough to attract buyers. 

Brother Number 2 started with a 
rather low herd average. In fact, his 
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brother advised him to weed out a 
number of lower producers and buy 
some better milkers. This was not 
done, but much attention was paid 
to the sires used. 

After a few years the production 
began to creep up, 450 Ibs. to 500, 
then up to 550 and finally to 600 as 
the daughters from better bulls be 
gan to mature. Right now Brother 
Number 2 has a herd recognized as 
one of the best in his area. Demand 
for breeding stock has increased, and 
now surplus livestock sales are add 
ing substantially to his income. His 
good cows are staying in the herd 12 
to 15 years, which allows more sales 
of surplus cattle. This is a good ex 
ample of a man starting with a prop 
er Dentithiinds. 

Regardless of what some of the 
“researchers” say, 1 am _ convinced 
that type is important in breeding 
dairy cows and especially in starting 
a foundation herd. Bad faults in con 
formation continue to come back to 
plague you for a long time. Once 
you start with good type, it is much 
easier to “stay on the beam.” Further 
more, the buying public is always 
willing to pay well for cows of pleas 
ing conformation. | sometimes think 
we are placing too high a value on 
omnes good type, but facts speak 
for themselves. You only need to 
watch the public sales to find out 
what the public will pay for good 
type. | do not mean that a man 
starting on limited capital should 
pay exorbitant prices for show ring 
winners, but he should purchase rea 
sonably good type cows, especially 
as to legs and udders and breed char 
acter; also, he should watch for cows 
that have good dispositions and good 
milking habits. It is much pleasanter 
to work with such cows. 


Your Breeding Program 


Once given a herd of females, you 
immediately become confronted with 
the problem of what to breed them 
to. This is all important. You can go 
up, you can go down, or you can 
stand still, depending on your choice 
of sires. The advent of artificial 
breeding and frozen semen has made 
nearly every top sire in the country 
available to you. Bull studs collect 
semen from “big name” bulls and 
peddle it out to owners of registered 
cattle everywhere. I confess that | 
have been both amazed and confus- 
ed by the number of well-known 
sires being used in farmer-breeder 
herds. Amazed that such bulls should 
be so commonly available, and con- 
fused by the apparent lack of direc 
tion or real knowledge of their gene 
tic make-up. Some bull studs are 
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promoting their bulls so well that 
many farmers think certain sires can 
accomplish miracles. That such a 
sire can produce a winner if bred to 
anything. 

I may be old-fashioned in my 
thinking, but I believe that a breed 
er should study his cows thoroughly, 
recognize where each needs 
improvement, and then decide on 
three or four bulls with the qualities 
he needs to use for herd sires. They 
may be in his own herd or anywhere 
else. The important thing is to know 
just what those bulls can transmit. 
Many a bull has made a great name 
for himself because he was used first 
in a herd where the cows were just 
the right kind for him. Later, when 
used the board, he proved 
I say three or four because 
in most herds that is all you need. 
Too many bulls used in a registered 
herd will give you such a variety of 
heifers that you have no place to go 
from there. I like have a fairly 
good number of daughters growing 
up by each sire, because you can get 
a better idea of his transmitting abili 
tv and how he is working on your 
females. While on the subject of 
sires, | want to say one more thing, 
I have observed in recent years a 
tendency to move away from proved 
sires. Some breeding associations have 
found that young bulls, carefully se 
lected, seem to average about as well 
in A.B. provings as do naturally 
proved bulls. I cannot argue with 
this because they have the figures to 
prove it. Also, they are interested i 
averages, of little concern to the in 
dividual breeder. Originally, the idea 
was to use these young bulls spar 
ingly and then lay them aside until 
the daughters came into production. 
Now, some of the bright boys have 
discovered that it is very profitable 
to secure a young bull with a popular 
pedigree and promote him with all 
the steam that can be generated. 
Breeders will pass right by a whole 
battery of well-proven bulls 
and go after this “boy wonder,” es 
pecially if he costs plenty. By the 
time his daughters come into pro- 
duction he has made a good profit 
for his owners and is usually for 
gotten. Attention is then being di 
rected towards another young hope 
ful. The American farmer is basical 
ly a great gambler. Hope springs 
eternal in the human breast.

Thus, we always have a group 


of young sires to watch and can bring 
back the ones that look most promis 
ing. We like to see milking daugh 
bring any bull into 
heavy service. Regardless of pedigree, 
show

type, ring winnings, or what- 
not, we refuse to go overboard with 
any young bull because we know 
there can be serious disappointments. 
With so many well-proved _ sires 
available, it seems to me a bit ab- 
surd to see breeders go after young 
unproven sires with so much en- 
thusiasm. Now, to sum up this sire 
question, which is most important 
because it is the key to our progress, 
or lack of progress, I would say: 

Study your females and deter- 
mine what you need to make them 
better. 

2. Study a number of sires avail 
able to you, that already have milk- 
ing daughters, and select three or 
four that seem to be transmitting the 
qualities you need. 

3. You must thoroughly under 
stand the genetic make-up of each 
of these sires. To use them intelli- 
gently must know where they 
as weak and where they are strong. 

Then mate each cow to the sire 
Pe is strongest where you need 
strength. If your herd is small you 
can hardly afford to attempt to prove 
young bulls. Such an experiment 
will dig too deep a hole in your 
heifer crop. 

Now we have the cows and a 
breeding program, which makes you 

purebred breeder. This alone does 
not insure success. It furnishes a 
few stepping stones to success, but 
there are many more. It is true, the 
USDA recently released figures in- 
dicating that registered cows of all 
the dairy breeds average to produce 
significantly more than grades of the 
same breed. Here again we are deal- 
ing with averages, which means little 
when applied to the individual. 

To succeed with dairy cows you 
must not only be a good livestock 
man, you must be a good farmer. 
You must make your land work as 
well as your cows. After all, the 
cow’s function is to convert to mar- 
ketable form the products of your 
farm. A man who can do well with 
grade cows should do better with 
registered cows, but I should not 
want to guarantee a successful career 
with registered cows to anyone who 
could not succeed with good grade 
cows. Registration papers cannot 
atone for a poor job of farming.

“The principle of the Orange G 
method is the attraction of dye by 
milk protein. Dye is attracted to the 
milk in proportion to the amount of 
protein present. The dye is in an 
acid medium (citric acid) which 
causes the precipitation of the pro 
teins simultaneously with dye bind 
ing. The precipitated protein-dye 
complex is then filtered, leaving a 
solution with a lowered dye concen 
tration. The concentration of dye in 
the filtered solution is determined in 
a Klett-Summerson colorimeter. The 
protein content of the sample is read 
from a previously prepared curve us 
ing this Klett reading.

PRESIDENT McKERROW'S 
ADDRESS AT 85TH ANNUAL 
MEETING 

PresiweENt McKerrow: It is 
again my pleasure to make a few re- 


marks, as President of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. Those 
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of us who came from a distance are 
deeply grateful for the splendid hos 
pitality and arrangements for our 
meeting here at New Orleans. We 
came with a deep respect for the 
traditions of the South, and we shall 
leave with an enlarged appreciation 
of your progress and leadership in 
the breeding of better Guernsey cat 
tle and the merchandising of Golden 
Guernsey milk. One of my most re 
cent trips included Colorado, New 
Mexico and El Paso, Texas. On this 
trip | saw many fine herds. At Arrey, 

New Mexico, I was amazed to see 
the efficiency at the Price-Black 
Farm. This is probably the largest 
registered herd of Guernseys in ‘the 
United States. 


The progress of our breed all over 
North America is very pleasing. The 
panel discussion and the reports of 
our Committee Chairmen at the 
Forum yesterday illustrate the lead 
ership of our Board of Directors. We 
hope that all members, in wider 
participation, will feel free to bring 
up any important matters of busi- 
ness, later in the session today. We 
are anxious to make these annual 
meetings available to all members. 
Our capable Executive Secretary, 
Mr. Stewart, will give a complete 
picture in his report, but I shall 
make a few remarks which are a re 
sult of my observations during the 
year. These are personal. 


We are proud to be Americans, 
but we are not ready with all an- 
swers. Most of us feel that we are de 
voted to the ideals of free enter 
prise. Nevertheless, if my grandpar 
ents were to return to Wisconsin, 
they would be shocked and might 
feel that the land which they took 
over in 1850 was now a part of a 
Socialist State. They would be most 
amazed to find that I have a social 
security number; and could receive 
a pension from the Government at 
the age of 65. If their son (who was 
my father) could return, | am sure 
that he would be terribly upset to 
hear that these old age pensions 
were about to be enlarged to include 
medical care. Their whole creed of 
thrift and fear of ever being depend- 
ent upon the State is now chal- 
lenged. Peasants, no. Russia no pro- 
duction. Ours too much. The hard 
ships which my grandmother endur 
ed after her husband died, as she 
tried to keep the land for her infant 
son, would seem foolish to many to- 
day. To live largely on salt pork, 
potatoes, milk and her home-canned 
vegetables, as she did in the winter 
of 1853, might call for an investiga- 
tion. To walk four miles to trade 
butter and eggs for postage stamps

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and other necessities, would be most 
unusual today. 


But why do I resurrect this bit of 
history in reporting progress of 1962 
to the members of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club? Because our 
breed of cattle represents the a- 
chievement of free enterprise and 
hard work on the Island of Guernsey 
and also in America. Because I be- 
lieve that the present plan for the 
increased socialization of American 
life will interfere with the success 
of our breed. There is a farm and 
dairy problem; and the plans most 
prominently proposed for solving it 
involve supply management. Supply 
management involves further federal 
controls and milk production quotas 
for each farm. What place does 
Golden Guernsey milk have under 
such a system? The difficulties al- 
ready experienced under increasing- 
ly large market-wide federal order 
milk pools will answer this question. 

An April 10, 1962, editorial in 
Hoard’s Dairyman says, “Keep in 
mind that nationwide milk produc- 
tion went up 2.5 billion pounds last 
year. But in 81 federal order markets, 
production went up 3.25 billion 


pounds. By simple subtraction, then, 
we can see that milk production ac- 
tually went down outside of federal 
order markets. It apparently declined 


750 million pounds.” In another para- 
graph, Hoard’s says, “This is a very 
serious and severe indictment of the 
shortcomings of the blend pricing 
technique, in market-wide pools 
particularly.” 

Shall we abandon the concept that 
we have a breed of cattle which can 
produce a different and better milk? 
I do not believe that it is necessary 


or wise for us to join the clamor for 
more government controls. | quote 
from a statement on this matter re 
cently issued by the American Jersey 
Cattle Club, as follows: “Ihe sales 
for fluid milk are relatively localized 
within a given marketing area. There 
are markets where supply and de 
mand are in good balance. These 
markets need no interference. Mar 
kets with an over-supply can apply 
their own corrective measures to the 
local economic needs. The problem 
is local — not national. Let it be 
handled on a local basis.” 

We are all agreed that over-pro 
duction and under-consumption of 
dairy products are the basis of our 
problem. Would it be reasonable to 
suppose that more appetite and eve 
appeal in milk, together with a new 
look at its nutritive values, could 
solve the consumption problem? The 
milk which can meet these tests is 
Golden Guernsey milk; and by re- 
placing other less palatable milk, the 
over-production problem can be re- 
duced. The six per cent increase in 
sales of Golden Guernsey milks for 
the first three months of this year, 
compared to the same period last 
year, shows that this is true. It is un 
necessary for me to take your time 
with a discussion of the unfair cur- 
rent statements about fallout and 
cholesterol dangers connected with 
milk. These are matters for our 
colleges, National Dairy Council, 
and American Dairy Association to 
study and combat with more reliable 
information. 

The future of our breed is quite 
dependent upon the demand for its 
product. It has been interesting to 
note the tremendous growth of Gold-

en Guernsey milk sales, and especial- 
ly in the South. The sales of Edisto, 
Walker’s and Shamrock Dairies are 
fine examples. They all are able to 
supply green feed to their herds 
throughout the year. Thus, the color 
contrast is greater than in northern 
climates where feed has to be stored 
to feed during the winter. For cen 
turies, the Guernsey Island breeders 
paid close attention to color secre- 
tions in selecting breeding stock. Our 
early breeders in this country did the 
same. Score cards for the breed put 
great emphasis on color secretion. 
About 25 years ago, our score card 
was revised to omit reference to color 
secretion. Our Type Committee has 
now wisely restored a mention of 
secretion as a desired characteristic. 
I am not sure that they have gone 
far enough. 

About 30 years ago, The Ameri 
can Guernsey Cattle Club developed 
a colorimeter for measuring color in 
milk; and an improved model was 
brought out later. Within the last 
few years, some uncertainty has 
been expressed by at least one cap- 
able experimenter on the complete 
ness of the measurements of this 
machine. It is hoped to correct this 
with certain changes. Nevertheless, 
it would be unfortunate for anyone 
to feel that testing with the present 
machine is not of great value. 

May I suggest the importance of 
continuing to breed cattle which will 
maintain the color and flavor in 
milk, so important in our breed. Se- 
lection on the basis of secretion and 
color are important now as it alw ays 
has been. 

The work of our research com- 
mittee on protein testing also offers

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NEW METHODS

SIRE ANALYSIS 


By Dr. J. E. Legates 


University of North Carolina 


r the outset, our artificial in 
semination programs empha- 
sized the opportunity they pro 


vided for the improvement of dairy 
cattle through using oustanding sires 
of known transmitting ability. But 
the extent of the opportunity now 
available to accomplish this goal was 
hardly dreamed of when artificial 
insemination was in its infancy more 
than two decades ago. The continu- 
“ing acceptance of artificial insemina 
tion in dairy cattle, and in other spe 
cies, persistently challenges us to pro- 
vide the means for allowing artificial 
insemination to make its rightful con 
tribution to the genetic improvement 
of livestock. 

Many other advantages were real 
ized as artificial insemination —be- 
came practical, such as the reduction 
in the costs for service, control of 
disease, increased reproductive effi- 
ciency, and the elimination of the 
hazardous need for maintaining a 
bull. It is usually easy to demonstrate 
progress in these more tangible items, 
but our progress in providing “better 
genes” is expected to be slow, and it 
is often difficult to demonstrate. As 
a consequence, I| feel it is most im 
portant for us to reaffirm the noten- 
tial A. |. offers for the continuing 
improvement of our dairy cattle. It 
then becomes our challenge and re 
sponsibility to envision and imp'e 
ment a plan that will permit the re 
lease of the full potential which A. 
I. holds for genetic improvement. In 
this connection it is most appropriate 
for us to consider today the problem 
of sire analysis. 


Importance of Sire Selection 

It will be beneficial to refresh our 
memories concerning the important 
role the sire assumes in a breeding 
program. While the sire and dam

both contribute to the genetic make- 
up of each calf, the fact that a single 
sire can now leave from 20,000 to 
40,000 progeny per year dramatizes 
the importance of accuracy in sire 
selection. The choice of sires is re- 
sponsible for about 60% of the genet- 
ic improvement possible. Another 
30 to 35% of the genetic improve- 
ment accrues through the selection 
of the dams of bulls. Hence, over 
90% of the opportunity for improve- 
ment in a large group of herds using 
artificial insemination funnels 
through the choice of sires. 

Any sire, outstanding or otherwise, 
must first be selected on the basis 
of the best pedigree information 
which is available. Too often inherit- 
ance and breeding are considered to 
be a mystery and the more compli- 
cated and unrealistic the method of 
selecting bulls the more likely are its 
presumed chances for success. No 
one will deny that there are many 
unanswered questions, but there are 
also many sound and proven princi 
ples upon which we must learn to 
base our judgment and decisions. 

I can offer no crystal ball for pick- 
ing young sires. Follow the same 
cautious procedures that | hope most 
of you are already practicing. Even 
with every reasonable precaution we 
must be prepared for disappoint- 
ments in bulls picked on a pedigree 
basis. Should we by some good for- 
tune or hard work reach the point 
where the precise genetic composi- 
tion of a prospective young bull’s sire

and dam were known, sampling of 
the genes which were actually trans 
mitted from the parents places a ceil- 
ing on the accuracy of pedigree se- 
lection which can be overcome only 
by evaluating a sufficient number 
of the bull’s unselected progeny. 


Methods of Expressing the 
Progeny Test 


The daughter average and the 
daughter-dam comparison have long 
been used to sabes the progeny 
test. But these measures are not pre- 
cise enough for our present needs. 
We should be able to build on the 
fine work of those who have gone 
before us to make the best better. 
We always seem to be in search of 
newer and better ways to do things 
in other areas. Most of us in 1961 
are not content with a 1928 auto- 
mobile, and I feel sure we cannot 
expect to make the progress in im 
proving our cattle that will be ex 
pected of us if we neglect to use all 
the new facts available to us. 

Many have recognized that our 
conventional daughter-dam compari 
son is so subject to changes in herd 
management that in many cases the 
difference of daughters compared to 
their dams is directly tied to the man- 
agemental trend in the herd. We gen- 
erally preface the comments on the 
daughter-dam comparison by stating 
that if the conditions were the same 
for the daughters and their dams the 
difference reflects the influence of 
the sire. But I ask you just how 
many times are the conditions the 
same for the daughters and dams? 
First, most of the dams make their 
records two or three years before the 
daughters, and in most cases only 
about one-third of the dams make 
records concurrently with _ their 
daughters. Herd opportunity is so 
subject to fluctuation due to changes 
in herdsmen, feed supply, weather 
and economic conditions, that it is 
almost meaningless to say “If the 
conditions were the same for the 
daughters and their dams.” If condi- 
tions in the herd have improved this 
would add to the daughter-dam dif- 
ference, and if the opportunity were 
poorer this would place the bull at 
a disadvantage. 

Our most promising practical pro- 
cedure for evaluating the relative 
transmitting ability of a sire for pro- 
duction is the stallmate, herdmate or 
contemporary comparison. This prin- 
ciple has already been adopted heart- 
ily by many segments of our industry 
and it is used almost exclusively in 
the British Isles in their sire evalua- 
tion. 

Before going further, let us con-

sider together one or two points that 
may deserve clarification with regard 
to the function served by the herd 
gs stablemates or stallmates. First 

these are lactation records of non 
x related individuals which 
were made during the same period 
of the year as the daughters by the 
sire being summarized. We antici 
pate that the animals making these 
records were fed the same quality of 
feed, experienced the same climatic 
stresses, and were milked by the same 
personnel as the daughters of the 
sire being summarized. In so far as 
possible the sire’s daughters and the 
animals represented in the contem 
porary herd average should perform 
under equivalent environmental cir 
cumstances. Hence, when appro 
priately compared, the difference be 
tween the production of the sire’s 
daughters and the herdmates should 
represent production superiority or 
inferiority free from yearly, herd or 
seasonal influences. 

As a consequence of our back 
ground of heavy reliance on the 
daughter-dam comparison, perhaps 
the notion rather quickly comes to 
mind; yes, this is good, but the con 
tribution of the dams of the daugh 
ters, or mates of the sire, has been 
ignored. Let us reflect for a minute. 
The dams of the herdmates also 


should be brought into the picture, 
since they contributed to the genetic 


make-up of herdmates. Our main 
concern is really to determine how 
the daughters of the sire being sum 
marized performed in comparison to 
the daughters of other sires. If the 
dams of each of these two groups of 
animals, the sire’s daughters and the 
herdmates, are genetically equivalent, 
which is the same as saying that the 
sire being summarized was mated to 
a representative sample of females 
from the herd(s) in which he was 
used, the genetic contribution for 
the dams of the bulls’ daughters and 
the dams of the herdmates would 
cancel each other. Obviously, under 
these circumstances, there would be 
no necessity to correct for the (dams 

mates of the sire. Hence, in using 
the herdmate comparison a correc 
tion for the dams would be necessary 
only when they were above or below 
the average merit of the herd in 
which they performed. Our experi 
ence in examining two samples of 
A. I. records do not suggest that the 
adjustment for the dams’ contribu 
tion to the difference between the 
daughters and their herdmates would 
be important. Furthermore, since the 
heritability of milk and fat yields is 
probably in the neighborhood of 0.20 
to 0.30, only 0.10 to 0.15 of the dif- 
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ference between the dams and their 
herdmates would be expected to con 
tribute to the difference of the 
daughters minus their herdmates. 


Programs For Progeny 
Testing Sires 


[he practical methods available 
for proving sires needed for artificial 
insemination seem to point to three 
possibilities: Using progeny testing 
stations, natural proving in individual 
herds and planned progeny testing 
through artificial insemination. 

[he progeny testing station has 
been used reasonably extensively in 
Denmark with the first three progeny 
test stations being created in 1945. 
Heifers of bulls still alive are tested 
in groups of 20 and not less than 15. 
They are brought to the station in 
September before calving during Oc 
tober first and November fifteenth. 
In the operation of the tests in Den 
mark, although several stations are 
in operation, the daughters of one 
bull are generally all tested at one 
station. 

One or two points deserve men 
tion in this program as a possible ap 
proach to sire evaluation in the Unit 
ed States. First, the operating cost of 
the plan would be high and this 
would be a serious disadvantage in 
our country where labor costs are 
proportionately higher. Secondly, un 
less the general environmental regime 
at the station was representative of 
that which would be experienced on 
the farms, some confusion from sire 
by herd interaction would be in 
jected into sire However, 
this would not seem to be a major 
trouble on the basis of the limited 
information now available on this 
point. Furthermore, recent results 
have shown that the relationship be 
tween the ranking of the bulls in 
the test stations does not agree well 
with their ranking based on daugh 
ters in the field. 

The second method, that of prov 
ing bulls naturally on the basis of 
progeny in one or two herds, was 
the original source of proved bulls 
at the beginning of the artificial in 
semination program. It continues to 
be the source of most of the proved 
bulls entering studs today. With this 
program the young bull choices are 
left to the discretion of the individual 
breeders, and the choice of sires is 
made among those alive at the time 
the proof is accumulated. 

It is under these circumstances 
that most breeders have become ac 
quainted with the progeny test. In 
many cases where the herd was 
large, the bull was continued in serv 
ice in the herd where he was origi

[he similarity of re

nally proved. 
sults from his second 
daughters in the same herd 
striking, and the feeling was nurtur 
ed that such repeatable results should 
be obtained regardless of where the 
bull was used. The second group of 
daughters were not only sired by the 
same bull, but they also were tested 
in the same general herd environ 
ment. Thus the apparent similarity 
of the daughters was not all due to 
the bull. The failure to appreciate 
this presumably is responsible for 
much of the disappointment with 
naturally proved sires in artificial in 
semination. 

[he real problem which exists 
with natural proofs is that the ac 
curacy of choices among bulls each 
with daughters in different herds is 
low. One might ask what can be 
done to make the choice of bulls 
from this source more accurate. Bulls 
with a high plus proving are selected 
and even with such discrimination 
as is practiced, many of the bulls 
have plus provings because of a trend 
of improvement in the many aspects 
of herd management during the time 
the records making up the proof 
were accumulated. If the principle 
of the herdmate comparison can be 
adapted for proofs on daughters in 
one or two herds, surely some addi 
tional accuracy in evaluating these 
sires shoulc | be pt ssible. 

he use of planned progeny test 
ing programs in conjunction with 
artificial insemination seems to pro 
vide some real opportunities to im 
prove the accuracy of sire evaluation 
methods. I am convinced that sam 
pling young bulls in an organized 
program must be an essential part of 
any plan to maximize the usefulness 
of A. I. for breed and herd improve 
ment. Consequently | would like for 
us to a some of the features 
of such a program in more detail. 


was 


Requirements For A 
Sampling Program 
Certain requirements must be rec 
ognized and provided for if a sire 
sampling program is to have a rea- 
sonable opportunity for success. 
First, sufficient bulls must be sam 
pled to permit a choice among the 
bulls when the progeny test informa 
tion is available. Secondly, an accur 
ate method for judging the 
merit of the tested bulls must be 
available. Thirdly, the program must 
provide for effective use of the su 
perior bulls once they are located. 
Unless more bulls are sampled 
than are actually needed, progeny 
testing as a breeding program is not 
being carried out. When only the 
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genetic 
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number of bulls that are needed are 
tested, we may have a young bull 
program, but hardly a sampling pro- 
gram. An opportunity must be avail- 
able for selection among those bulls 
which are serviceable when the prog- 
eny test information is available. 
We must be willing to get rid of the 
bad or mediocre bull rather than at- 
tempt to vindicate him. If a mistake 
was made in choosing him, admit it 
as soon as the evidence is available 
and act to reduce the impact of such 
mistakes — some of which are un- 
avoidable. 

An important question in this area 
is how many bulls should be 
sampled. Briefly, if we are to sample 
young bulls we cannot breed all of 
our cows to presently proved bulls. 
In most programs from 15 to 30 per 
cent of the tested cattle should be 
bred to young bulls to approach 
maximum genetic improvement in 
the unit. With a fixed number of 
tested females for sampling young 
bulls, a balance then must be reach- 
ed concerning the number of bulls to 
be tried and the accuracy with which 
each bull’s transmitting ability is to 
be assessed (number of daughters per 
bull). These items can be worked 
out for each unit, but generalized 
results point out that at least four 
bulls should be tried for each bull 
saved. The number of daughters per 
sire will vary, but where many herds 
are included there appears to be little 
justification for planning for more 
than 50 and certainly not more than 
100 daughters of a bull in the 
original proof. 

Questions concerning the kind of 
bull to sample also are pertinent. 
Some have advanced the argument 
that screening bulls on the basis of 
natural proofs should provide a group 
of bulls that will have a higher prob- 
ability of success in artificial insemi- 
nation. This point may be con- 
ceded for certain type defects. Never- 
theless, where critical data are avail- 
able, the production of daughters of 
a group of carefully selected young 
sires has compared favorably with 
those for sires chosen on the basis 
of natural proofs. 

Most of the naturally proved bulls 
will not be alive and_ serviceable 
when the performance of their arti- 
ficially-sired progeny is known. Fur- 
thermore, even those which are serv- 
iceable are past their peak of useful- 
ness from the standpoint of semen 
production. Hence, carefully select- 
ed young bulls seem to offer the most 
promise. 

The second requirement, that of 
providing an accurate method for 
ranking bulls, was discussed earlier 
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in connection with the herdmate 
comparison. With regard to the third 
requirement, if we are to reap the 
full benefits of a planned progeny 
testing program, the plan must in- 
clude a satisfactory procedure for 
utilizing the superior bulls once they 
are identified. These superior bulls 
must not only pass genes on to their 
daughters, but they must also con- 
tribute to the gene pool through 
their sons. If such a provision is not 
made, their genetic contribution will 
be swamped by each wave of new 
bulls. Hence, young bulls for sam- 
pling should be sired by superior A. 
I. sires mated to outstanding females. 
Under such a plan A. I. units can 
provide for constructive dairy cattle 
improvement. Each succeeding gen- 
eration must be built on a sound 
base of demonstrated transmitting 
ability. 

This is where a real problem arises 
when we must evaluate a bull on 
the basis of progeny performance in 
a single herd. In the beginning of the 
A. 1. program, and in individual herds 
with average or below average pro- 
duction, the chances for improve- 
ment from using bulls proved in in- 
dividual herds were good. But now 
it has become increasingly difficult 
to locate bulls that will continue the 
job of improvement. The accuracy 
of our ranking of bulls on the basis 
of daughters performance in indivi- 
dual herds is low. Hence, we seri- 
ously risk undoing progress, which 
may have been achieved previously 
by indiscriminant use of bul!s chos- 
en on such limited information. The 
continuing influx of unknown genes 
at best will retard our progress in 
improving our herds. 


A young bull sampling program 
provides a plan to obtain an accurate 
assessment of the transmitting ability 
of bulls at an age when most of them 
should be alive and have several 
years of useful life before them. 
Such bulls can then be recommend- 
ed and used with confidence. 
Daughters of young bulls perform 
contemporaneously with daughters 
of proved sires and evidence is gain- 
ed concerning whether or not these 
bulls are capable of assisting in con- 
tinued improvement. A_ sampling 
program cannot guarantee an out- 
standing bull at all times. It can, 
however, practically eliminate from 
extensive service sires that would be 
responsible for genetic deterioration. 
By limiting the initial use of all bulls 
to what is needed to provide suffi- 
cient daughters for an accurate ap- 
praisal, member herds are not bur- 
dened with an excessive number of 
daughters of undesirable sires. 


Most important is that a program 
for sampling young bulls can be in- 
corporated as an integral part of a 
plan to improve the merit of future 
sires by using selected matings. If 
superior sires are to be used only to 
breed females, the contribution of 
these sires cannot be effectively pre- 
served. It will be diluted with each 
influx of sires possessing lesser merit. 
Continued ad ite range progress 
can be expected only when a suc- 
cession of animals that have demon- 
strated their potential for improve- 
ment are used. 

Concentrating the inheritance of 
outstanding sires will impose some 
unavoidable inbreeding. Mostly, this 
inbreeding will accumulate from the 
breeding of young sires from the 
elite proved sires. A. I. units will 
need to avoid using an excessive 
number of sons from one outstand- 
ing sire, or at least to plan in their 
programs for bulls of proven trans- 
mitting ability that can be used for 
an intervening outcrossing mating 
before returning the outstanding sire 
or his sons in the mating program. 
This is one of the most important 
ways in which the industry as a 
whole can pool its resources. Care- 
fully selected young bulls by well 
tested sires in other studs, or semen 
from such bulls in other studs, can 
be used to provide a portion of the 
bulls to be progeny tested. Such sons 
of unrelated bulls which prove to be 
satisfactory can then provide for out- 
cross matings and reduce the de- 
pression that would have resulted 
with continued inbreeding. 


Some Observations 

As we look to the future I feel we 
can place real confidence in such a 
plan which is soundly executed. 
More and more of the bulls used in 
A. I. must come from such a rigid 
screening if we are to continue to 
make the progress that rightfully 
should be expected of the industry. 

My remarks have been phrased in 
terms of production, but there was 
no intention to overlook the other 
essential qualities of conformation, 
temperament and milking ease. In 
fact, as we look ahead we will and 
should be requiring even more ex- 
acting standards for our proved bulls. 
Of special interest in this connection 
is the importance which solids-not- 
fat or protein content of milk is like- 
ly to assume. Field tests for these 
constituents are now available, and it 
seems highly likely that we may be 
choosing bulls partially on the basis 
of these criteria within the next de- 
cade.

Heifers that are of an age to have shown as calves in the 1962 show season are eligible to be nomi- 
nated. This nomination and fee must be sent to The American Guernsey Cattle Club, Peterborough, 
New Hampshire, and postmarked not later than January 1, 1963. The second payment is due January 
1, 1964; the third payment is due January 1, 1965; and the fourth and final payment is due August 1, 
1965. Only females that have been nominated and all fees paid in accordance with these rules are 
eligible to compete in the 1965 National Guernsey Futurity. 


RULES: 


Eligibility: All registered Guernsey heifers born 
on or after July 1, 1961, and before July 1, 1962, 
are eligible to be entered in the 1965 National 
Futurity. 


Nomination and Fees: First payment of $2 due 
on or before January 1, 1963.

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HE National Association of 
Artificial Breeders adopted a 
resolution at their annual meet 
ing urging each member to comply 
with the newly revised code of mini- 
mum standards for health of bulls 
and hygiene of bull studs producing 
semen for artificial insemination. 
The resolution also included that 
the necessary tests and procedures 
be completed by June 1, 1962. 

The code was prepared by a Spe- 
cial Committee of Council on veteri- 
nary service of the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association. The 
NAAB recommends that private 
breeders who offer semen or sale 
follow this code. Guernsey breeders 
will be interested in the following 
code of minimum standards. 


General Sanitary Practices 


The continuous guidance of 
a veterinarian who has become thor- 
oughly familiar with the health 
problems and sanitary routines; and 
who makes every effort to keep 
abreast of the changing techniques 
relative to diagnosis and control of 
the diseases in question, is necessary 
for the maintenance of the security 
of individual artificial insemination 
organizations. 

Problems of a special nature, not 
included in the specific recommen- 
dations hereinafter, should be hand 
led in accordance with the best of 
modern scientific principles. 

Care should be constantly exer- 
cised to prevent the introduction of 
infectious diseases onto stud premis- 
es by controlling the itinerary of 
both animals and visitors throughout 
the physical plant. Sanitary proce- 
dures should be scrupulously design- 
ed to prevent transmission of disease 
from bull to bull. Equipment which 
comes in contact with the bull or his 
secretions or excretions should be 
thoroughly distinfected after each 
use, or ideally, a separate set of 
equipment assigned to each animal. 

Accidental natural service of 
mount (teaser) females should be 
guarded against religiously. Bulls or 
steers or inanimate objects are the 
preferred mounts. 

Scrupulous cleanliness should be 
exercised by the collector to assure 
that his hands cannot serve as a 
means of transmitting infectious ma- 
terial from bull to bull. 


Herds Of Origin 
Detailed knowledge of the health

isolation, Observation and Test- 
ing of New bulls destined as perm- 
anent residents is necessary. A regime 
for bulls brought into stud premises 
for temporary should include 
off-the-premises pre-testing for all 
those diseases given special attention 
hereinafter; isolation from permanent 
resident bulls as relates to housing, 
feeding, pasturing, disposal of wastes, 
and collection and handling of the 
semen.

Undesirable Genetic Defects 


In recent years certain econom 
ically harmful genetic defects have 
been the subject of serious concern 
to responsible cattle breeders. Dwarf 
calves were becoming so common in 
certain beef herds as to constitute 
serious economic loss. Individual 
dairy bulls, heterozygous for the re- 
cessive genes of undesirable char 
acteristics (Examples: mule foot, 
porphyria, fetal anasarca), have been 
encountered in AI studs. 

It is urged that all organizations 
encourage the users of their semen 
to report the occurrence of unusual 
calves and that each AI organiza- 
tion maintain a file of the descrip- 
tive reports in order that patterns of 
appearance of similar defects can be 
established. When it is reasonably 


clear that a given bull is a carrier of 
an undesirable genetic defect, action 
appropriate to the situation should 
be taken. 


Bovine Tuberculosis 


Although spread of bovine tuber- 
culosis through artificial insemina- 
tion has never been reported, the 
potential exists. Genital tuberculosis 
in certain foreign countries is com- 
mon.! 

Bulls should be found negative 
upon official test for tuberculosis 
before being admitted to a_ stud. 
Thereafter, official tests should be 
made not less often than annually. 


Bovine Brucellosis 


It has been clearly shown that 
bovine brucellosis has been spread 
readily through artificial insemina- 
tion when semen from infected, Bru- 
cella-shedding bulls was employed.?-*- 

Bulls should be found negative 
to a blood serum-agglutination test, 
meeting the requirements of the state 
in which the bull is to be located, 
before being admitted to a stud. In 
addition, each bull should be found 
negative to a second blood test and 
to a semen-plasma agglutination test 
1:25 dilution, tube method) before 
semen is released for use. There- 
after, blood and semen-plasma tests 
should be made not less often than 
each six months. 


Bovine Venereal Trichomoniasis 


It has been clearly shown that Bo- 
vine Trichomoniasis has been spread 
readily through artificial insemina- 
tion when semen from Trichomo- 
nad-infected bulls was employed.*-’- 

The herd of origin of each new 
bull must be investigated for possible 
presence of this infection. Bulls 
should be found negative at several 
examinations before semen is 
released for use. 

Upon admittance for regular use, 
a series of six negative examinations, 
each conducted at intervals of not 
less than one week, should be car- 
ried out. Thereafter, every bull 
should be examined once, not less 
than each six months. 

Each examination shall consist of 
detailed, direct microscopic study 
and protozoological culture of smeg- 
ma obtained and handled in a re- 


portedly valid scientific manner.*- 
Bovine Vibriosis 

It has been clearly shown that 

Bovine Vibriosis has been readily 

spread when semen from Vibrio-in- 


fected bulls was employed in artifi- 
cial insemination**- without the pres- 
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ence of antibiotics in the semen ex- 
tender. Further, it has been recently 
shown that there is a high incidence 
of Vibriosis infection in bulls.’° 

Presently, dependence upon addi- 
tion of antibiotics to semen extend- 
ers is essential for vibriosis prophy- 
laxis.1!- Each ce of semen extender 
should contain from 500 to 1000 
micrograms of dihydrostreptomycin 
and 500 to 1000 units of penicillin. 
The semen sample should be diluted 
at least 1:25 and remain in the treat- 
ed extender at least six hours before 
use, in the case of chilled, fluid se- 
men (non-frozen). 

Elliott, Murphy and Bartlett 
(1961) have reported a ess in- 
corporating (1) polymyxin B sul- 
fate along with penicillin and strep- 
tomycin and (2) pre-cooling incuba- 
tion of semen in the presence of the 
antibiotics, for more effective con- 
trol of vibrio organisms in a yolk 
citrate-glycerin semen freezing pro- 
cess. Further studies are necessary to 
determine whether this procedure 
has equivalent value in other semen 
freezing processes, as, when milk di- 
luter or different time relationships 
are employed.’ 

Continued research effort is justi- 
fied toward development of reliable 
methods of establishing and main- 
taining a vibriofree stud. Obvi- 
ously, it is not completely desirable 


to depend upon treatment of semen 
in lieu of treatment of the actual 
source of the infection — the infect- 
ed bull used in artificial insemina- 
tion. 


Bovine Leptospirosis 

It is well known that chronic Bo- 
vine Leptospirosis is characterized 
by kidney infection and shedding 
of the causative isms in the 
urine.!*- The probability of the se- 
men of carrier bulls containing Lep- 
tospira organisms is apparent. Se has 
been shown that when L. pomona 
is added to standard semen extender 
containing sulfanilamide, streptomy- 
cin, and penicillin, this organism 
survives storage at 5 C. for 
one week.'*- e implication of 
these two facts is obvious. 

Bovine animals experimentally in- 
fected with L. pomona usually re- 
cover from the shedder state within 
60 days but may, in unusual in- 
stances, shed leptospira in their urine 
for up to 105 days. After a bovine 
animal has become infected with L. 
pomona and has developed lepto- 
spirosis the blood titer raises to a very 
high level for several months and 
then declines to a lower level where 
it persists for many years.'*- A blood 
test for leptospirosis should be per- 
formed on all bovine animals before 
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admittance to a stud. All animals ex- 
hibiting a positive reaction should be 
subjected to a second blood test with- 
in two to four weeks after the first. 
An end or limiting titer should be 
run on both samples. Cattle exhibit- 
ing a low titer on both tests may be 
considered satisfactory to enter the 
stud. Cattle exhibiting either a high 
titer on both tests or a rising titer 
should be isolated and not brought 
into the stud for a period of at least 
four months. During this period ade- 
quate treatment with antibiotics, such 
as streptomycin, would aid in elim- 
inating the shedder state. 

After admittance to the stud, all 
animals should be tested at intervals 
of not less than six months as long 
as they remain in the stud. Unfortu- 
nately there is not yet available a 
standard official test for leptospiro- 
sis. It is recommended that the test- 
ing facilities of the state concerned 
be utilized and that interpretation 
be based on the judgment of the 
laboratory and the veterinarian re- 
sponsible for the health of the stud. 
Bacteriological examination and 
other diagnostic tests of the blood 
and urine from reacting animals may 
be found useful in arriving at sound 
decisions. 
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Blood Typing Highly Reliable 


Any doubts geneticists and breed- 
ers may have about the reliability of 
cattle blood-typing should be dispell- 
ed by recent tests made to check the 
accuracy of such determinations. The 
tests were conducted by U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture research men 
in cooperation with scientists at the 
University of Wisconsin, three other 
states, and ten foreign countries. 

More than 75,000 separate tests 
were performed—each of the 13 lab- 
oratories determining the type of the 
same blood samples. Then ‘a results 
were compared. In almost 90 per cent 
of the tests the 13 laboratories were 
in complete agreement as to the blood 
type they assigned to the samples. 
When each laboratory tested two 
samples from the same animal—with- 
out knowing the samples were the 
same—typing was identical (as it 
should have been) 99 per cent of the 
time. 

The blood typing technique was 
pioneered by various research work- 
ers at the University of Wisconsin. 
These men identified many of the 
factors, then supplied testing materi- 
als and trained men to set up new 
laboratories. 

Blood typing furnishes valuable in 
formation to breeders and geneticists. 
An animal’s blood type is even more 
distinctive than a human’s finger- 
prints as a means of identification, 
and it is an inherited characteristic. 
This means that breeders can use the 
blood type as a way to identify val- 
uable animals, and can often identify 
a calf’s parents by studying the calf’s 
blood type. It is also used by research 
men to determine if twin calves are 
identical (with the same blood type) 
or fraternal. And it is a reliable way 
to determine if a heifer twin of a 
bull will be a freemartin. 

Research now underway aims to 
determine possible relationships be- 
tween inheritance of blood types and 
inheritance of various economically 
important characteristics, such as 
length of life, milk production, 
weight-gaining ability, and so forth. 

The recent tests indicate that re- 
search men and breeders can con- 
tinue to place confidence in the blood 
typing technique. Results of blood 
typing are definitely highly reliable. 
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Crampy In Mature 
Dairy Cattle

physical condition, known by 

various names, such as crampy, 

paralysis, progressive posterior 
paralysis, spastic syndrome, stretches 
of Krampfigkeit, has been recognized 
in mature cattle for some years. Vari 
ous owners, herdsmen and veterinar 
ians have used different terms to des 
cribe the condition. The cause of the 
condition has not been fully estab 
lished previously, although D. Wirth 
and K. Diernhofer suspected in 1950 
that it might be controlled by heredi 
tary factors. S. ]. Roberts also pointed 
out in 1955 that it occurred more 
frequently in related family groups. 


Symptoms of Crampy 

The earliest symptoms are observ 
ed in otherwise normal healthy cattle 
when three or more years old, and 
usually are mild in the beginning. 
Slight muscle spasms may occur 
when the animal rises or moves sud 
denly. Later, muscles of one or both 
rear legs go into spasmodic contrac- 
tions lasting from a few seconds to 
several minutes. Animals often ex 
tend or flex their rear legs one at a 
time during an episode, hence the 
name stretches. Severely affected ani 

mals prefer to remain resting. Some 
animals become paralyzed completely 
in the rear quarters, and may die. 
This condition must be distinguished 
from other types of paralysis such as 
a stroke, sudden loss of muscular 
control from a nerve injury, or milk 
fever. 


Sources of Data 


Records of length of useful life 
and causes of death, or reasons for 
disposal of desirable dairy bulls, have 
been accumulated by correspondence 
with the owners since 1922. These 
records were placed into organized 
form as a part of a research project 
at the Florida Agricultural Experi- 
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ment Station. All of the dairy breed 
registry associations have cooperated 
in completing records of individual 
animals when requested. 

The National Association of Arti 
ficial Breeders has supported the pro 
ject in part since 1954. P. T. Dix 
\rnold was a joint leader in the study 
until he retired from Station work. 
Breeders and dairy men in most Can 
adian provinces and all states except 
Hawaii and Alaska are represented. 

It was determined from the com 
pleted records of 12,387 dairy bulls 


and 448 beef and dual purpose bulls

the total were crampy. Differences 
in frequency of crampiness among 
the five breeds ranged from 1.7 to 
3.9 percent. 


Pedigree Study 


Numerous examples of crampy 
among closely related animals were 
apparent in the records for all breeds. 
A few examples will be listed. 

An Ayrshire bull that died 
ruptured blood vessel when in ser\ 
ice at nine years of age, had sired 29 
sons on which records were available. 
Seven of these sons were crampy. 
Six of the seven traced through their 
dams to a common male ancestor. 
Eleven additional descendants of the 
original Ayrshire also were crampy. 

Of 16 Brown Swiss bulls that were 
crampy, two were paternal brothers, 
two sired by full brothers, a sire and 
a son were affected as well as a sire 
and three great grandsons. 

A Guernsey bull left service at 
10.6 years because of an “injury to 
the stifle.” His sire had left because 
of stiff hind legs. Three sons of the

with 323 
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first bull left because of acute rheu- 
matism, a twisted stifle, and crampy. 
A grandson lost use of his rear legs; 
another was slaughtered for a “back 
injury;” another for crampy. Two ad- 
ditional crampy grandsons were 
three-quarter brothers. Nine other 
descendants tracing one to four times 
each to the original bull also were 
crampy. A case of four successive 
generations of crampy bulls was re 
ported in this line. 

Among the Jerseys, a crampy bull 
had three sons, two grandsons and 
six great grandsons, all of which were 
crampy. One of the great grandsons 
traced twice to him; three were in 
widely separated parts of the country 
when stricken. 

One Holstein bull had eight sons 
and nine grandsons which were 
crampy; another had eight sons and 
14 grandsons that were crampy. Al- 
though the main body of these data 
consisted of males, crampy occurs 
frequently among females. A crampy 
sire and son had crampy daughters 
in an institutional dairy herd. A 
crampy dam and sire produced an 
afflicted son. 

The 10 crampy bulls of other 
breeds were: three Milking Short 
horns, two Beef Shorthorns, one 
Aberdeen Angus, and four Here- 
fords. This represented 2.2 percent 
of the 448 beef and dual purpose 
animals in our records. 


Occurrence in Different Lines 


Guernsey and Holstein data were 
most suitable for statistical analysis 
because a sufficient number of sharp- 
ly defined lines of breeding were 
available in the records on hand. 

In one analysis, bulls by the same 
sire were grouped together when the 
sire had four or more sons. Statistical 
analysis showed that crampy occur 
red more frequently in some sire 
groups than among others. 

Likewise, related bulls were 
grouped into lines of breeding, and 
where a line was crossed with an un- 
related line, it was called a line cross. 
Again, analysis showed that crampy 
occurred in some groups more fre- 
quently than in others, at least in 
Holsteins and Guernseys. 


Mode of Inheritance 


The evidence that crampy is a 
recessive character, genetically influ- 
enced, is conclusive. The exact man- 
ner of inheritance is not as clear. It 
was not possible to conclude from 
the data whether a single pair of 
genes or several genes were respon- 
sible. Complete lists of all progenv 
from planned matings, retained to an 
advanced age, were not obtainable 
for determination of gene numbers. 
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A number of examples occurred 
which indicate that a single pair of 
genes was responsible. The ol 
tary pattern was the same as that 
found for red hair color in Holsteins, 
wry tail in many breeds, notched ears 
in Ayrshires and Jerseys, and other 
well known inherited characters. 
These are recognized as being con- 
ditioned by a single pair of recessive 
genes. 

The condition acts as a recessive. 
Animals may transmit the condition 
without showing it themselves. Such 
animals are called carriers and are 
therefore heterozygous (mixed) for 
crampy, carrying one normal gene 
and one for crampy. Crampy indivi- 
duals would then result only when 
both parents, by chance, contribute 
a gene for crampy. Both males and 
females were affected. 

The condition would have to be of 
incomplete penetrance, meaning that 
it would show up only in those ani- 
mals carrying two genes for crampy 
‘homozygous recessives), and then 
only in mature animals. The reason 
for this delay in expression of crampy 
under good environments, and the 
conditions necessary to stimulate this 
development, are not definitely un 
derstood. Bony deposits at some 
joints have been suspected by some 
persons. 

Assuming single factor  inheri 
tance, as appears most probable from 
the records, and observing that 2.6 
percent of the dairy animals are 
crampy, we can predict that about 
27 percent of all the dairy animals 
are carriers and 70 percent are free 
of the gene (homozygous dominant). 

On the other “ee there may be 
more than one pair of genes respon- 
sible. It is known that milk produc- 
tion is inherited, but numerous genes 
apparently are responsible. This may 
be the case with crampy, if more 
than one recessive gene is involved. 


Practical Considerations 
1 


When the crampy condition is ob 
served in a herd, what action should 
be taken by the owner? 

The owner can assume that a num- 
ber of animals are carrying the 
gene(s) for crampy if he has used 
the sire of an afflicted cow to any 
great extent. He should not be sur- 
prised to see additional crampy ani- 
mals develop as closely related indivi- 
duals become older. 

The cow probably should be kept 
as long as she is a profitable milker. 
It is possible for a veterinarian to 
treat the animal periodically, and re- 
lieve the condition temporarily. How- 
ever, the physical condition of the 
cow will ultimately prevent her nor- 
mal activity, resulting in a decrease 


in milk and an increase in manage- 
ment problems. 

tales the sire responsible for this 
condition is of outstanding merit for 
other characteristics, such as high 
»roduction, it might be wise to use 
him sparingly. If heterozygous in his 
genetic make up, he would transmit 
the crampy gene(s) to half of his 
offspring. If crampy himself, he 
may be transmitting the gene(s) to 
all of his offspring. Line-breeding to 
a suspected bull or crossing with 
lines Senin a noticeable frequency 
of crampy also would be undesirable. 

The judgment of the breeder is 
important here to determine the best 
course of action for his own case. Is 
the herd sire especially valuable for 
other reasons, or can he be readily 
replaced by a bull of equal merit? 
It is doubtful that any bull is com 
pletely free of undesirable _reces- 
sives, although some famous sires 
have withstood the test of inbreed 
ing very well. Increasing homozy- 
gosity in a herd by inbreeding or 
line-breeding may have the advant 
age of concentrating desirable genes, 
but it also increases the possibility of 
concentrating undesirable recessive 
genes that will crop out later. The 
breeder needs to consider all factors 
in order to decide in the best interest 
of his herd.

and can become an even more valu 
able tool for improving our cattle. 
However, if they are to be success 
ful the same careful thought and 
planning must go into your breeding 
programs as was the case when you 
were on your own. We must know 
the individual cows in our herds and 
the qualities which the daughters of 
the available sires possess. The high- 
est priced or the most popular bull 
may or may not be the one for your 
herd. You must decide this on the 
basis of the qualities which need 


strengthening in herd. For a 
long time A. I. was discredited be 
cause it did not offer an effective 
way to choose sires and plan a breed 
ing program. Now this limitation 
has been overcome, and the advant 
ages of planned mating are within 
the reach of all who earnestly desire 
it. When we realize that the genetic 
potential of animals that will be cared 
for and milked for several years is 
fully determined at fertilization, it 
is difficult to realize how even the 
commercial dairyman can afford not 
to consider each mating with care. 
We must do more advanced plan 
ning for special matings as we look 
to the years ahead. We must con 
tinue to think. Breeding better dairy 
cattle is not done automatically. 
Before closing | would like to 
mention one important point con 
cerning the cooperative relations be 
tween our artificial breeding organi 
zations and our progressive breeders. 
We are all aware of the taunt feel 
ings that were generated early in the 
\. I. program. But much progress 
has been made since then. Artificial 
breeding groups have demonstrated 
that they are responsible and _pro- 
gressive organizations genuinely in 
terested in breeding better cattle and 
accepting their rightful responsibili- 
ties. In addition, our breeders have 
realized that while the number of 
bull sales may have declined, those 
bulls which have held promise of 
being capable of breed improvement 
now bring a just return. Both groups 
now recognize their mutual need and 
opportunity. Breeding organizations, 
such as yours, are uniquely equipped 
and organized to obtain infinitely 
more information on many more 
bulls than an individual breeder can 
ever hope to gain. But we must also 
proven 


your 


have outstanding cows of 
merit from which to breed our fu- 
ture sires. Such cows are difficult 
to find and emerge only after many 
years of careful breeding and de 
velopment. These our breeders must 
provide so that strength is built into 
both sides of the pedigrees. 

As we look ahead in A. I. there is 
much promise. Many of the develop- 
ments of the 50’s were hardly a part 
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of our imaginations 10 years ago. 
The progress that the 60’s will un- 
fold will be equally thrilling and 
adventurous. We now are just ‘begin- 
ning to appreciate the potential that 
organizations such as yours have for 
breeding better dairy cattle. We must 
continue to set our goals just beyond 
our grasp to challenge us to our best 
effort.

you have passed through a hedge 
row and whole new fields open up 
before you. You join your County 
and State Associations and find a 
new and wider circle of friends with 
whom you share a common interest. 
Your breed registry association will 
become interested in you and your 
herd. You will want to become iden- 
tified with their many programs for 
breed improvement, because these 
will be important stepping stones to- 
wards a successful career as a breed- 
er. Your herd should be enrolled in 
a herd testing program identified 
with your breed, and you should 
classify regularly. Your rate of pro- 
gress will depend greatly upon how 
intelligently you use the informa 
tion provided by these programs. 
They are your most important guides 
to future progress. Jimmy Dodge is 
credited with the remark, “Success 
in breeding comes when one sees 
the weakness in his animals.” Don’t 
say the classifier is wrong because 
you don’t agree with him. Try to 
study your cows objectively and see 
if you, not the classifier, were off 
base. 


Merchandising Your 
Surplus Animals 


And finally you must cultivate a 
new art — salesmanship. Most farm- 
ers are poor salesmen. They have 
been buying at retail and selling at 
wholesale for many generations. 
Often it is difficult for new breeders 
to recognize the simple rules of good 
salesmanship. I have seen some farm- 
ers consistently “talk down” their ani- 
mals, while others try to oversell 
obviously mediocre animals. In sell- 
ing registered animals we have a very 
intangible product to merchandise. 
We are not selling bones, meat and 
hides, we are selling genes and 
chromosomes with hundreds of hid- 
den values contained in each. Neith- 
er seller nor buyer has any guarantee 
or even knowledge of what is being 
exchanged. We can only judge by 
the performance of ancestors and 
close relatives, yet we know that full 
brothers can be as far apart as the 
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poles. This makes the business fas- 
cinating. It also opens wide the door 
for unscrupulous and highly imagina- 
tive salesmen. Whatever is claimed 
for an animal, how can you prove 
him wrong, except by waiting for 
results to show, which usually take 
years to come about. Eventually such 
people are discredited, but buyers 
become wary and skeptical. They 
turn toward those who have estab- 
lished a reputation for dependability. 
Here is your opportunity. 

Harold Shaw once said: “Selling 
registered cattle is a 50-50 proposi- 
tion. Fifty per cent selling yourself 
and 50 per cent selling your cattle.” 
Of course, if you live long enough 
and your cattle are good enough, the 
philosopher will be right. “The world 
will beat a path to your door,” but, 
if you want to increase your income 
with purebreds, I don’t advise you 
to wait that long. Bartlett, Prescott 
and Crissey, in their excellent book, 
“Selling Purebreds For Profit,” have 
this to say, “Opportunities for more 
substantial profits abound in the 
field of promoting the selling of our 
purebred cattle more effectively. In 
most instances, a wide price range 
exists between carefully merchandis- 
ed animals and those which are not.” 
If you haven’t read and studied this 
book, I suggest you do so, especially 
before starting an advertising and 
merchandising program. 

Merton Moore, formerly sales rep- 
resentative for Carnation Milk 
Farms, once made a remark that has 
stuck with me. Advertising any in- 
ferior article merely acquaints more 
people with its inferiority.” 

Do not try to sell your culls to an- 
other breeder to start a new breed- 
ing herd. More than any other one 
thing this practice is responsible for 
the pitifully small percentage of our 
dairy animals with certificates of 
registration, five to seven per cent. 
A man with a good grade wt has 
been sold on the idea that registered 
cows are better than grades. He buys 
a few from a neighbor to start a herd. 
The neighbor sells him some that 
he doesn’t want, and thereby ruins, 
possibly for all time, a prospective 
purebred breeder. Never try to sell 
an animal to anyone unless you are 
convinced it will do him some good. 

Some breeders, either because of 
poor management or herd sires, have 
only culls to sell. Such a man has no 
advertising or promotion problem. 
His market is the stockyards, or 
should be. On the other hand, if a 
breeder is using the right kind of 
sires and keeping on top of his dis- 
ease problems, he should have a 


bunch of good likely heifers to sell 


each year. These, along with a few 
top bull calves, should provide a sub- 
stantial source of income to bolster 


the family budget. 


To Summarize 
A good dairyman should be able 


to increase his income with register- 
ed cows if: he will start with a good 
foundation, develop a sound breed- 
ing program, grow out his heifers 
well, test and classify, and properly 
merchandise his surplus cattle. Fur- 
thermore, he will have a lot of fun 
doing it.

The place of the purebred 
Guernsey cow in American agricul- 
ture is secure. However, all breeds 
are finding registration more selec 
tive and dependent upon contribu- 
tions made to agriculture’s changing 
economy. Under these conditions, 
our breeders have the right to de 
mand careful study and efficiency 
at every level of breed development. 
The report of our Secretary-Treasur- 
er will give you the details upon 
which our optimism is based. The 
administration of the affairs of the 
Club is very capably done by Secre- 
tary Stewart and his efficient staff. 

I am certain that I speak for the 
entire Board of Directors in thank- 
ing the members for the excellent 
interest and cooperation during the 
past year. 

This is an age of challenge and 
change. I am not at all afraid of our 
ability to survive. We live in the 
greatest country of the world. Our 
Guernsey breeders are progressive 
and our breed of cattle has a place 
in a free and improving economy. 
It is true that inflation and increased 
costs in other lines cannot continue 
unless we get a better balance for 
agriculture. I am certain that we 
have the cow and the product, if the 
Government will allow us to go for- 
ward.

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Washington State University 
Team To Study Solids-Protein 
Plan 


A newly-formed Washington State 

University dairy committee will 

study protein and solids pricing as 

it launches a teamwork attack on 
problems facing the state’s dairy in 
dustry. 

The committee includes Dr. El- 
mer Searls, Extension marketing 
specialist, Puyallup, chairman; Dr. 
Mary Rose Gram, nutritionist, Col 
lege of Home Economics; Dr. T. H. 
Blosser, dairy science department 
chairman, and Dr. E. J. Working, 
agricultural economics department 
chairman. 

“Rapid changes have occurred in 
dairy farming, processing, distribu 
tion and consumption,” said Wash 
ington State University’s Dr. L. L. 
Madsen, who announced formation 
of the committee. 

“These changes have caused many 
problems in all segments of the dairy 
industry,” he continued. “Many of 
them are closely inter-related so that 
solutions to any specific problem in 
volve many widely separated factors.” 

Problems the committee — will 
tackle include production tech 
niques, processing, pricing, market 
ing, use, storage, foreign trade and 
domestic consumption of milk and 
milk products. 

In its protein and solids study, the 
committee will consider the effect 
any change in the producer pay-out 
plan would have on consumer prices, 
as well as effects on costs and returns 

of producers and distributors. 

The faculty group may call on 
other University staff members to 
develop data and present informa 
tion. They will work with producers, 
handlers, state and federal agencies, 
and consumers.

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The Morrill Act 


Tue hundredth anniversary of two 
significant events in the history of 
U. S. agriculture are being observed 
this year. One is the centennial of 
USDA, and the other is the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Morrill 
\ct, which established the land-grant 
concept of higher education. Presi 
dent Lincoln’s signing of the Mor- 
rill Act, July 2, 1862, probably did 
more to increase college-level educa- 
tional opportunities in the United 
States than any event before or since. 
The Morrill Act, named for Justin 
Morrill, a 43-vear veteran of Con- 
gress from Vermont, provided that 
every State should receive Federal 
lands on the basis of 30,000 acres for 
each of its congressmen. Income from 
this land was to be used to endow, 
support, and maintain “at least one 
college where the leading object 
shall be, without excluding other 
scientific and classical studies, to 
teach agriculture and mechanic arts 
to promote the liberal and practical 
educations of the industrial classes.” 
3y 1870, 47 States had taken steps 
to establish this new type of college. 
Today, there is at least one land-grant 
institution in every State, and 20 per 
cent of all college students in the 
United States attend them. 


In addition to offering educational 
opportunities, the land-grant colleges 
and universities have been leaders in 
bringing science into the curricula. 
They have developed scientific talent 
that has spilled over from agriculture 
into every area of endeavor. Through 
the land-grant system, large bodies of 
scientific facts have been discovered 
and put to use. 

Land-grant institutions also get 
much of the credit for agriculture’s 
ability to produce abundantly and 
efficiently. Their contributions are- 
n’t limited to our borders. Our ef 
forts to develop an_ international 
understanding of the land-grant 
system has been one of America’s 
greatest contributions to world-wide 
education. 

Many of today’s challenges, how- 
ever, dwarf those of a century ago. 
Teaching, research, and extension, as 
provided by the land-grant institu- 
tions and USDA, continue to pro 
vide leadership for the world’s agri- 
cultural progress.

When it comes to bulls, baloney has only one use — as the final end product — after his na- 
tural usefulness is over. 


But when it comes to talking about the records of daughters of bulls, baloney has no place. 


What we’re talking about is the culling out of the records of some of the daughters. We do not 
believe in that practice and do not and will not do it. 


Let’s take one bull for an example. WG—83 Foremost Quality’s J.C., whose daughters now 
have 175 records that average 9,020 Milk, 4.6% and 413 Fat. These are the records on all the 
daughters that had completed DHIA records up until the last report to us, May 8, 1962, from 
the IBM section of Dairy Extension at the Pennsyivania State University. None were left out here 
or by the DHIA staff at State College. To show you more detail, one WG—83 daughter had over 
650 lbs. of fat, 14 from 550 to 650, 35 from 450 to 550, 76 from 350 to 450. 49 were below the 350 
Ibs. of fat mark. In fact, two were under 200 lbs. fat, but they made that much and so we in- 
cluded their records. 


Sure, we could show you a much higher proof on “J.C.” if we had “forgotten” some of the 
low records, but we don’t believe that would be fair nor in support of “the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth.” 


Of these 175 “J.C.” daughters, 109 are registered and 66 are grades. USDA says that grade 
Guernseys produce 43 lbs. of fat less than registered ones. Should we have left the grades out? 
We think they belong in and in they are for only twenty per cent of our overall services are to 
registered cows. 


Remember that the above records are M.E.—mature equivalent—as are the records on prac- 
tically all bull proofs. This is the only way that we know to fairly compare the records of young 
cows to older mature cows.
